wages and higher costs for livestock 
and poultry feed. 
"It Is unfair to blame the farm er 
for the present high cast of living," 
declared Horst in a statem ent yes­ 
terday. 
"Farm ers have to pay wages th at 
are three times as much as before 
World W ar II,” he said. "Livestock 
and poultry feeds cost more than 
twice as much now." 
Horst pointed out th a t America's 
standard of living Is “higher today 
th an in all history" citing the fact 
th a t “the average consumer wants 
and can buy steaks where he used 
to buy ham burg." 
He said it was only through con­ 
tinued 
heavy production by the 
farm ers th at food prices are kept 
from going higher. Tile national 
population, said Horst, has increased 
five per cent over 1935-39, but food 
production is up 17 per cent for the 
same period. 
Today the farm er gets 52 cents 
out of every dollar the average fam ­ 
ily spends for food, explained Horst, 
but two years ago he got 56 cents of 
the consum er’s m arket basket dol­ 
lar.
